thing whatever with the convention. 
The amendments made by the senate, 
particularly that added to the ratify- 
ing of the article though probably not 
so intended, may result in a complete 
loss of the treaty. The most serious 
difficulty has been pointed out as fol- 
lows: 


It is hardly regarded as 
feasible, 


and is certainly in violation of prece- 
dent, to exchange ratifications of a 
document which is not a treaty, as 
this Cuban convention will not be, in 
the opinion of some of the state de- 
partment .people, until "the congress" 
has set its approval upon it. If this 
view is correct, then the exchange of 
ratifications will have to be deferred 
until winter at the earliest, and this 
delay It ie thought, would cause the 
failure of the treaty in Its present 
form, because of the inability of the 
negotiators to meet the requirement 
of article two, which demands that 
the 
exchange take 
place 
before 
March 31. It is posible a way will be 
found out of this web of contrarieties 
and to that end the state department 
is now working. The Cuban minister 
here evidently is dismayed at the sit- 
uation and although he made every 
effort to keep the facts from attract- 
ing attention, they developed fully to- 
day, even to the knowledge of his im- 
mediate compliance, with the depart- 
ment's suggestion that he cable Pres- 
ident Palma suggesting the immediate 
calling together of the Cuban congress, 
which is now in recess.

the 
place. Kvi- 


dence, the report says, shows Cun- 
ningham, acted throughout in a pru- 
dent and conservative manner. 
The 


report recites the various stage* lead- 
ing up to the battle at Stanmst'ord in 
which about 2000 shots were fired by 
both sides and several person? killed 
and wounded. The report insists that 
the first shots of the conflict were fir- 
ed by the strikers and that the law 
officers conducted themselves in a le- 
gal and becoming manner. 


The report recites the evidence of 


Chris Evans, a. national organizer of 
the mine workers, regarding tho feed- 
ing of miners and their families; that 
after hearing of the trouble at Stan- 
nisford he telegraphed urgent appeals 
to the miners not to resist the officers 
but to submit to arrest. 


Evidence, the report 
says, 
shows 


that a large number of those in the 
Stannisford 
trouble were not union 


miners, but the mob 
was composed 


largely 
of the lawless element in ad- 


jacent territory who sought "to take 
advantage of the lawlessness

nating from and fostered by the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers in the vicinity of the 
trouble." 


The report highly commends both

ier felt a light shock at the time Gib- 
bons fell from the pole. The men were 
running a new wire down the alley and 
Gibbons climbed up the pole and car- 
ried the naked wire in his hand when 
he went up the pole.
